BABCOCK. 

These officers report that the whites 
were the parties most to blame, and that 
the blacks were the sufferers, These 
colored men went to work upon the 
lands under @ contract, which stipulated 
that they should receive certain wages 
and share in the producis of the suil. 
They labored faithfully during the sea- 
son, inspired by the hope that they wore 
to receive at least some compensation 
for their iabor; but when the crops were 
gathered in their employers refused to 
pay their wages or give them any sliare 
in the crops. It will be seen that under 
such circumstances, stripped of their 
hard earnings, destitule, and winter star- 
ing them in the fece, they made tie at- 
tempt tose:iz3 what belonged to them. 
Then it was that the charge of con- 
epiracy was trumped up, and they were 
arrested. Thisis the truth, accordivg to 
the testimony of these military gentle. 
men, aud as we expected all along, it is 
the correct vereion of these Ogeeche 
troubles. 

The negroes were not trespassers upon 
these farms. They lied worked there all 
suntmer as laborers, aud it was hy their 
labor that these crops were produced. 
On every principle of fairness and jus- 
tice, therefore, they were eutitied to pay, 
and these immigrants and planters, or 
whoever they may be, were the aggres- 
sors, and upon their heads rests the 
blame. :

But 
what says Colonel Porter’ His state- 
ment is.that there were not more than a 
dcz3n efficient Weapons in the hands of 
these people, and these were muskets 
purchased of the Government by some 
of the negroes, who bad been soldiers, 
when they left the army.

WASHINGTON. 


WASHINGTON, February 8.—Ia the 
Supreme Court of the United States to- 
day Chief Justice Chase delivered an 
opinion aflirmiug the decision of the Su- 
preme Court of Oregon in favor of the 
taxes of that State being paid in gold 
and silver according to its laws. The 
Court held that the legal tender notes 
being receivable for all debts, with the

NEW YORK. 


New YorRK, February 8.—The Herala 
argues that, {rom events transpiring in 
Cuba, the policy of American interven- 
tion is imperative forced upon the in- 
coming Administration.

Tenth—The mode of reduction to be 
by absorption; that ir, in military 
phrase, by casuality—expiration of term 


of enlistment, discharge, death, disabil- 


ity, dismissal, resignation, 

Eleventh -A!l staff departments to be 
new eppeintments to be made either 
from Weat Point or civil life until the 
reduction is accomplished, which, it is 
estimated, will require two years, The 
number of officers thus cut off is about 
sixty.
